Three Additional Ones Are 
Added To The High 
Schools. 


The regular meeting of the school 
board was held at the ppublic library 
Friday afternoon, the most important 
business transacted being the assign­ 
ment of the teachers 
for 
the year 
1922-1923, as printed below. The list 
tvas submitted by the teachers’ com­ 
mittee and approved and adopted by 
the board, 
which 
empowered 
the 
committee to fill any future vacan­ 
cies that might arise. 
Owing to the increase in the ad­ 
vanced enrollment in the high school 
which has jumped from 660 this time 
last year, to 821 for this year, it was 
necessary to elect three more teach­ 
ers to take 
care 
of the 
overflow 
classes in English, mathematics and 
commercial subjects. Those selected 
were, Mrs. R. J. Clinton, Columbia, 
Mo., fourth assistant in English; Ora 
L. Stephens, Deepwater, Mo., fourth 
assistant in mathematics, and A. E. 
Hughes, Sedalia, third assistant in 
the commercial department. 
The board voted to send Superin­ 
tendent C. A. Greene to Boston, July 
1-8 to attend the National Education­ 
al Association. 
They also granted 
him the customary thirty days leave 
of absence for the month of July. 
Bids for 
the 
depository 
of the 
school funds were opened and the 
bid of the Citizens National Bank ac­ 
cepted, 
being 3 per 
cent 
and the 
highest submitted. 
The depository 
will continue for twro years at that in­ 
stitution from July I, 1922. 
The textbook 
committee 
recom­ 
mended that there be no change in 
textbooks nor the course of study, 
and also recommended that the board 
approve a profit of 25 per cent on the 
sale of textbooks. This is the same 
as last year.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Efforts 
to obtain senate consideration of the 
soldiers* bonus bill will be deferred 
for at least ten days, It is stated 
authoritatively. Whether it will be 
taken up by agreement among repub­ 
lican leaders or without the consent 
ot some remains to be determined. 
Chairman McCumber of 
the fin­ 
ance committee, who will pilot the 
legislation on the floor, has informed 
senators that in fixing a time to call 
the bill up he will try to suit the con 
venience of most of them.

he realized that there were those on 
each side who had to be absent from 
time to time because 
of primary 
campaigns in their states, and who 
desired to be present when the bon­ 
us is considered .

BOOK TO BECKER 
WITH NEW LAWS

JEFFERSON CITY. June 10.—Sec­ 
retary of State Charles 
U. Becker 
has just received from the binders 
the original copies of all the laws 
passed by the fifty-first general as­ 
sembly, the first extra session 
and 
the second extra session, bound 
in 
one volume. 
The book is an Immense one, as 
| books of one volume are ordinaiily 
considered. This one, bound in heavy 
red leather is more than a foot autl 
a half high and more than five in­ 
ches thick. 
In it are the original bills, signed 
¡ by the governor and by all other of­ 
ficials whose signatures are required 
on the individual bills. Every one of 
the pages is 
handwritten and no­ 
where in the entire book are there 
j any typewritten lines. At the end of 
each bill several different scripts for 
I each signature appear. Many differ­ 
ent writers copied the 
bills, 
the 
handwriting shows. 
There are 1,240 pages in the vol­ 
ume, making the book 
5% inches 
thick. Its height is 19% inches and 
it is 13 inches wide. Not until 
re­ 
cently were the clerks in the office 
of the secretary able to spare copies 
| of the bills long enough for them to 
be bound. The volume just returned 
from the binders is the largest of any 
of the records of the general assem­ 
blies contained in one volume. 


Demand for creamery butter has

The government report of reserv­ 
ed stock of eggs in storage shows 
June 1 this year 7,936,000 cases, as 
against 6,844,000 cases 
same time 
last year, or a surplus of about 
20 
per cent. Under these conditions, it 
would look as though prices for the 
next few’ months should be on a rea­ 
sonable basis to keep eggs going into 
, consumption rather 
than 
sending 
; them to storage.

FUNERAL OF E. P.

E. P. Butler, general chairman of 
the Brotherhood of Boilermakers for! 
the M. K. & T. system, and a former 
well known Sedalian who was killed 
almost instantly shortly before noon 
Friday when a new car he was learn-! 
ing to drive turned over east of Par-1 
sons, Kansas, where he had resided 
the past few years, will be buried in 
Parsons this morning. 
With Mr. Butler at the time of the 
accident were his wife, who received 
a broken arm and internal injuries, 
Fred Boggs, who received a broken 
shoulder, and Mrs. Boggs, who escap­ 
ed with minor injuries.

When 
within about six miles of Parsons, 
Mr. Butler, w’ho was being coached 
in driving by Mr. Boggs, lost control 
of the car near a hill and swerved 
toward a ditch. 
Boggs grabbed the 
emergency 
brake and Butler, at­ 
tempting to step on the foot brake 
pressed on the accelerator. The car 
took a spin and 
looped 
the 
loop, 
landing right side up with all the oc­ 
cupants in their seats. The top had 
been crushed from the car and the 
wind shield was broken out. 
But­ 
ler’s head was crushed and his ribs 
were broken and he died after gasp­ 
ing two or three times. 
Mr. Butler, known as “Big Ed But­ 
ler" was 32 years of age, and was 
bom and reared in Sedalia.

THE CALM OUTLOOK. 
Perhaps on* of the keys to the secret of 
happiness is the ability to pursue “the 
noiseless tenon’’ of our way regardless of 
the distractions and 
irritabilities of life.

We know them be­ 
cause they are so few in number that they

The truth 
of the matter is that some of us possess na­ 
tures that crave excitement; we are tem­ 
peramental, we say, and nervous; or per­ 
haps we are high-strung, or emotional, or 
many other unpleasant things that we have 
worked ourselves into believing we are. 
Consequently we find it difficult to bring 
ourselves to the point where we are able to 
accept the trials of life 
with 
that quiet 
courage that is essential to our well-being. 
The world has been so wrought up of 
late years, excitement has run so high and 
the manner of living has altered so appre­ 
ciably that it is no easy matter to adapt 
ourselves to the new standards much less 
to adapt them to our own immedate advan­ 
tage. 
Yet unless we do something of the 
sort we shall only run wild, so to say, ab­ 
sorbing the spirit of restlessness and dis­ 
content that makes for anything but hap­ 
piness and prosperity, 
and 
becoming in 
time a trial to others as well as to ourselves. 
It may be that after we settle down more, 
after the pendulum has swung as far back 
as it well can in the circumstances we may 
be able to find ourselves again and lead 
lives more nearly approaching the normal.

restless 
spirits abroad that are never satisfied with 
things as they are but are always on the 
lookout for something to happen that will 
make their lives more agreeable and their 
burdens lighter.

which probably could be made to benefit 
hem in large measure if they made intel- 
igent use of them. But as a matter of fact

used as time passes. The cultivation of a

MR. LODGE’S BAD LOGIC. 


“Business,” 
says Senator Lodge in a 
long statement regarding the tariff, “can 
adjust itself to a discouraging tariff or even 
to one badly constructed better than it can 
to a condition of suspense and doubt.” This 
remark, the accuracy 
of which may be 
doubted, 
is introduced 
as a jab at the 
democrats who are accused by Mr. Lodge 
of creating a “condition of suspense and 
doubt” by holding up the passage of the 
tariff bill. As an excuse for the republican 
party’s derelictions in gefieral and as an 
explanation of its failure to get forward 
with the tariff job in particular Mr. 
Lodge’s effort is not particularly success­ 
ful. 
Indeed, it is so conspicuously inept 
and absurd that it is bringing down upon 
its author quite a little avalanche of more 
or less sarcastic comment. 
“President Harding took office fourteen 
months ago,” the Brooklyn Eagle reminds 
the Massachusetts senator. “For two years 
and four months before that date the re­ 
publican party had a majority in Congress. 
Since March, 1921, this majority has been 
overwhelming. As champions of the prin­ 
ciple of tariff protection the republicans 
have been in position to enact tariff legis­ 
lation at any time during this period.’’ 
They have not done so yet and they will not 
be able to do so for months to come be­ 
cause they have been and still are unable 
to agree among themselves upon what kind 
of a tariff to enact. 
That, and not demo­ 
cratic opposition, has been the reason for 
the delay, for the suspense 
and doubt 
which exist, and for the fact that tariff re­ 
vision, which was given first place on the 
republican legislative program, is still in 
the dim distance fourteen months after the 
republican administration assumed office. 
Senator Lodge’s statement on the tariff 
is believed to have been called forth by 
the prospect of a more serious republican 
split than any that has yet occurred re­ 
garding the rates of the tariff bill. 
It is 
hard to see how his essay, or treatise, or 
whatever it should be called, on the subject 
can avert a split if one is really threatened. 
It has been shot full of holes to the accom­ 
paniment of comment almost as caustic as 
that which greeted his memorable oration 
on the South Sea isles when the Four Power 
treaty was up for discussion.

' GERONIMO, THE “ WORST IN- 
DIAN WHO EVER LIVED”

EBSTER’S dictionary contains at 
least one unintentionally grim 
bit of humor. “Gerónimo, a Chirlcahua 
Apache chief,,flourished about 1880,” 
reads one entry In the biographical 
section. 
Just how well this Gerónimo 
“flourished*’ only the residents of New 
Mexico and Arizona and the soldiers 
who chased him can tell. They called 
him the “Indian Devil,” the ‘Apache 
Terror” and the “worst Indian who 
ever lived.” 
H is mother named him 
Go-Tath-Lay, '‘The Yawner” ; the Mex­ 
icans nicknamed him Gerónimo, Span­ 
ish for Jerome. 
Like 
Sitting 
Bull 
of the 
Sioux, 
Gerónimo was a much press-agented 
and eventually a highly-overrated In­ 
dian. 
Although he was a daring war 
leader, he w as not a chief. 
The m as­ 
sacre of his whole fam ily by M exicans 
in the early W s sent him on the war­ 
path against them. 
The blundering j 
policy of our government towards the 
A paches w as largely responsible for 
his hostility tow ard A m ericans. 
It is diflicult to justify thus some 
of the cruelties practiced by Geróni­ 
mo and his Chirlcahua warriors, past 
masters .n the art of hideous torture. 
This is what they did to one prospect­ 
or, who had been wounded but not 
fatally: 
Cutting off the soles of his 
feet the Apaches staked him down 
over a red ant hill. 
There, instead of 
killing him. they let the ants finish 
the job. 
When the government tried to settle 
the Chirluahuas on the h n Carlo* 
reservation, Arizona, :n 1ST6 Gcronlmo 
and some 
the other young leaders 
fled to Mexico. 
He cam e on the reser­ 
vation later, but from that tim e until 
1SS4 it was a cr<e of “on again, of? 


again” with Gerónimo. 
Then he led 
our soldiers a merry chase of more 
than 8,000 miles all over the Southwest 
and In 1886 was finally brought to bay 
in Mexico by Capt. H. W. Lawton. 
Gerónimo acquired his widest notori­ 
ety while he was a prisoner of war at 
Fort SHI, Okla. 
He was taken to the 
Buffalo and Omaha expositions, but he 
was still a hostile at heart and turned 
his face away from the crowds. 
In 
190ft he adopted the Christian religion 
and became a devout church-goer. He 
joined a Wild W est show and in 1904 
he attended the St. Louis exposition, 
w h e r e " -a lm o s t got w riters cramp 
from 5 prn$K g,hls autograph ^to sell.

Leaders of the second Internation­ 
ale and other European socialist or­ 
ganizations appeared as counsel for 
the defendants, who 
are 
accused, 
among other things, of betraying the 
Russian revolution, of assisting Kol­ 
chak and Denekine and of engineer­ 
ing plots to 
assassinate 
Lenlne, 
Trotzky and other Bolshevik lead­ 
ers. 
At the opening of the trial the de­ 
fendants raised the objection, that, 
as all three of the Judges were com­ 
munists ,it was improper for them to 
sit in Judgement upon their political 
opponents. 
M. Piatikoff, the presiding Judge 
in overruling the defendants* objec­ 
tions, said, “Of course we are not 
Impartial but our partiality is in the 
interests of revolution. At the same 
time, our business is to listen to the 
facts.**
